The Liberals, it is true, in the year 
1906, introduced ‘A bill Fequiring ‘an 
elections to be held on one day, and 
this bill passed the House of Com 
mons, But it was rejected by the 
Lords, mainly, one cantiot doubt, in 
the interests of the plural voter. The 
plural voter is a person who possess- 
es more than one vote ,and he is to 
be found chiefly in the county divi- 
sions. Thus, a man may have , one 
vote in a borough by right of occupa- 
tion, another as a freeman of another 
borough, another by right of being a 
graduate of a university, and several 
more in various county divisions. It is 
in the counties that the ownership, as 
i distinct from the oceupation, of pro- 
perty abounds ,and consequently, it i 
there that the plural voter flourishes 
It is difficult to ascertain the exact 
number of plural voters in the coun- 
try, but it Is probable that they total 
something like 400,000, and the great 
majority of them are Unionist in poli- 
tics The total number of voters on 
the register at the date of the last 
election was something under 7,700,- 
000. 

How Dates Are Fixed, 

The dates at which an election can 
be held differ in boroughs from the 
dates which obtain in counties, For 
instance, in a borough, the first pos- 
sible day for nomination is the third 
day from the date of the receipt of 
the election writ by the returning 
officer, and the following day is the 
first, and the fourth day after the last, 
possible* date for the poll. In county 
divisions, on the other hand, the first 
possible day for nomination is the 
fourth day after the receipt of the 
election writ by the returning officer, 
and the third Gay atte: that is the 
first, and the eleventh day the last, 
possible date for polling, The nomina- 
tion is a somewhat intricate business, 
necessitating the employment of a 
lawyer on either side, as there are 
multitudinous legal formalities to be 
observed, and, unless these are strict- 
ly complied with, the nomination is 
rendered_invalid. *

Party songs are a great feature of 
election day, and it is the amiable 
habit of ardent politic ians to organize 
themselves into gangs, and parade 
the streets, unme!lodiously extolling 
the merits of the party and the can- 
didate whom they happen to support, 
Portraits of one or the other of the 
rival candidatés appear in the win- 
dews of every house and every shop. 
Party favors are worn by practically 
everyone—man, woman, and child— 
and even dogs display a boW fastened 
round their necks (and sometimes 
round their tails) It is sometimes 
said that a very large body of the el- 
ectorate belongs to ho particular 
party. If that be true ,al) that one 
can say is that that large body must 
remain within doors on polling day, 
for every person one meets in the 
street appears t® be an active, and 
even a frantic politician. Talking of 
dogs being pressed into the service 
as electioneeerers, I remember On One 
occasion seeing a litter of puppies be- 
ing wheeled about the streets bear- 
ing the legend, “‘We were Tory pup- 
pies once, when we were blind, but 
now our eyes aré open, and we shail 
vote for the Liberal candidate Are | 
your eyes open?"

After a debate which lasted all of 
yesterday afternoon and till midnight 
last night @ vote Was reached on 
Premier Sifton’s motion, foljowing his 
budget speech, to go into committee 
of the whole on supply. The motion 
Was carried by a mazoity of eight, 
the count standing 21 to 13. There 
were several changes since the vote 
was taken jast Friday week on the 
Premier's Waterways bill. Last night 
J. L, Cote recorded:his vote with the 
Government while on the ea;lier oc- 
casion he voted against. R. L. Shaw 
and Jos. Stauffer also changed last 
night and opposed the administration 
on the supply motion, Apart from 
these members the line up remained 
the same, 

The ground taken by those who 
voted against the Government was 
that the money from the bonds of the 
Waterways should not be used for 
any other purpose but to build a rail- 
way. 

There was a large number of speak- 
ers, Those who took, part in the de- 
bate were: Premier Sifton, Dr. Ruth- 
erford, R. B. Bennett, Hon, Mr. Mar; 
shall, A, Bramley Moore, J. K. Corn- 
wall, Hon. Mr. Mitchell, W F. Puffer, 
Chas. Stewart, ( M. O’Brien, George 
Hoadley and CC. W Cross 

Premier Sifton im the course of 4 
forty-five minute speech dealt prin 
cipally on the items of capital expen- 
diture. The only new policy of the 
Government was that with reference 
to demonstration farms which were tq 
be established in various parts of the 
province, He also announced that 
there Woull be no further expendi- 
tures for new court houses till after 
a re-adjustment of the judicial dis- 
tricts of the province when centres 
would be chosen having in view the 
future growth. Prior to that time the 
buildings of new court houses would 
be unwise, The Premier gave the 
House somewhat of a surprise when 
he informed it that the complete cost 
of the Parliament bujldings would be 
in the neighborhoo, of two an@ a 
half million doilars. This is about 
double what the cost Was at first ex- 
pected to be. 

Ex-Premjer Rutherford made a 
severe attack on Auditor Burley and 
said that his statement of the liabili- 
ties of the Province was misleading, 
incorrect e714 even dishonest. 

R. B. Bennett, who was the chief 
financial critic of the opposition, in 
the absence of the leader, E, Michen- 
er, who jis ill of tongolitis, did not se- 
verely arraign the estimates. He com- 
Plimented the Premier on his clear 
exposition of the financial situation 
and deyoted the most of his speech 
to a criticism of what he termed ex- 
travagance of the late administration 

Premier Sifton's Speech, 

Premier Sifton spoke as follows: 

Mr. Sifton: Mr. Speaker, in moving 
that the Speaker do now leave the 
chair and that this House do imme- 
diately resolve itself into a Committee 
of the Whole, it will probably be ex- 
pected that there will be at least a 
few remarks in reference to this mo- 
tion in accordance with the time hon- 
ered custom, and | feel that it is ne- 
cessary that there should be some re 
marks and some explanations in re- 
gard to the estimates that have been 
on the table for the last few days for 
the information of the members, sq 
that they might anticipate what is 
iikely to arise in the course of the de- 
bate. 

Manner of Preparation, 

I might say in explanation of the 
manner in which the estimates have 
been prepared that I gave consider 
able attention to the way in which 
they should be prepared so as to give 
the fullest possible information to the 
members of the House. As you will 
remember, Mir. Speaker, there was a 
session during the early part of this 
year, and possibly the praper technic, 
al way would have been to take these 
estimates, and to now vote the con- 
tinuation to cover the rest of the 
year. But on examination of these 
estimates, finding that a considerable 
number of them had not been ex- 
pended, it struck me that the only 
way in which the House could be 
seized of the absolutely correct man- 
ner in which the accounts were kept, 
and to be satisfied as te what had 
actually happened, was to prepare the 
public accounts up to the firet day 
of June showing the actual expendi- 
tures under these estimates, and then, 
by preparing the estimates showing 
the actual expenditures for the whole 
year the deduction could be easily 
made and the members of the Legis- 
lature placed in fair possession 80 
that comparisons, if necessary, might 
be made, and they would at least have 


possession of the Government upon 
these questions. 
Answer to Question. 


In answer to a question that was! 
asked the other day I may say that

I may say in regard to this, as wilt | 
strike anyone who looks over this list | 
of liabilities ,that there are two or 
three items on it which were = only 
liabilities in a Way, as in actual | 
fact they were not due There were | 
estimates for some other purposes 
which would not be due until the 30th | 
of June, but In estimating the actual! 
liability of the Province to the Ist day 
of June-—tive-sixths of the yvear—up 
to that time was estimated and wag 
put in so as to place before the mem- 
bers of the House the actual financial 
condition as on the ist day of June 

The estimates, as they are prepared 
show in addition to this the fact thai | 
thereis a considerable debt on capital | 
account. The debt for the Province 
of Alberta on capital account will be 
on the 8ist of December—taking the 
estimates that are here shown in the 
books, and. accounts that have been 
prepared during the years that have 
sone by—$6,243,766.62, of which more | 
than two millions was on account of | 
telephones. 

Expenditure for 1911. 

The expenditure on capital account 
for the year 1911 according to the es- 
timates is $2,483,958.00. The estimat- 
ed capital account including telephone 
and other bonds is $9,400,200.00. De. 
ducting this it leaves a balance upon 
the last ‘day of December, 1911, ac- 
cording to the estimates that have 
been produced, of $701,148.27, divided 
into two amounts, the surplus on 
capital account being $672,475.58, and 
the surplus on revenue account $28,- 
672.00, This is the actual state of the 
finances in accordance with the esti- 
mates, The way in which this capital 
account has been arrived at has been 
by taking the sums that have been 
Spent during the several years, and 
What is generally estimated to be 
capital account, although up to that 
time no provision had been made for 
the borrowing of -the money for the 
pursose of making a special capital 
account, although, as I say, on going 
through some of the back estimates 
there were some eslimates presented 
last year to capital account, $1,570,000 
but on going through the books we 
find that the actual capital expendi- 
ture during the years that have gone 
by was ag follows:

J] may say While upon that 
subject ,because the fact has been | 
brought to my 4ttention constantly 
during the summer that has gone by 
and during the last month or so since 
the members came here, that almost 
every settlement throughout this 
country would be delighted to have a 
court house built in it-—there jigs no 
doubt in regard to that. There is no 
doubt also that the members of this 
Legislature und the members of the 
Government would be delighted if the 
finances of this country were in such 
a shape that they could build a fine | 
building in every settlement, but the 
necessities of the legal business of 
this country do not yet require it, be- 
cause it would be absurd to put up an 
expensive building in a place where a 
cistrict judge goes once every two or 
three months for a couple of days to 
hold court. 

Wait For Re-Arrangement, 

It can be done much more cheaply, |

THIS ANNOUNCEMENT IN 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Ottawa, Dec. 12—This was a com- 
partively quiet day in the House of 
Commons, After disposing of the 
questions and a small amount of rou- 
tine business, the House settled down 
to a long debate on a motion of D, D, 


MacKenaie,.(Lib.) Cape Breton, in 
favor of the contruction of branch 
lines of the LC.R. in Nova Scotia. 


This opened the way for a discussion 
of the whole question of the Govern- 


ment’s LC.R, polity and practically 
all the representatives felt called 
upon to place themselves on record. 


Several members, inciuding Dr.Black, 
of Hants; Geo. Kyle, of Richmond 
and EK. M. MacDonald, favored  dis- 


posing of the LC.R. to the C.P.R. or | 


some other corporation if it cannot be 


properly developed by the construc- 
tion of extensions. 
Others, including Hon. H. R. Em- 


merson and F. B. Carvell strenuously 
upposed this suggestion and urged the 
Government to bulld or secure the 
necessary branch lines. Mr. Emmer- 
son said that the trouble with the 
present government and the previous 
Conservative Government was that 
the development of the LC.R. has al- 
ways been opposed by the party with- 
in the ranks of those who supported 
those governments. 

Hon. Geo. P. Graham, after speak- 
ing briefly, moved the adjournment of 
the debate. He said that a number of 
important matters involving public 
expenditure would be considered on 
Hon. Mr Fielding’s return, tncluding 
& proposal to go ahead with the leas- 
ing and construction of LC.R. lines. 

R. L. Borden who oxpressed the 
féar.that the motion would not be 
heard of again this session criticised 
the Government for not having before 
this proceeded with the development 
of the LC.R. 

Question time produced 
statement from Sir Frederick Borden 
that the Government has definitely 
decided not to give a land grant in 
Western Canada to Fenian Raid Vet- 
erans of 1866-70. This finally dis- 
poses of a matter which has been en- 
gaging the attention of the Govern- 
ment at intervals for years and 
brought several large deputations of 
Veterans to Ottawa. 

When the House met Hon. Frank 
Oliver, Minister of Interior, intro- 
duced a bill to amend the Immigra- 
tion Act, Its object is to make the 
act agree with certain judicial inter- 
pretations of the act of last session 
without in any Way interfering with 
the principles of measure. 

R. lL. Borden brought up the ques- 
tion of the re-instatement of the em- 
ployees of the Grand Trunk ral!lway 
who lost their places on account of 
their participation jin the strike of 
last summer. He wanted information 
in respect to a number of points and 
more Particularly as to the meaning 
of the words: “As soon as possible” 
in the first clause of the settlement 
agreement; as to the number of men 
reinstated, the number gullty of dis- 
orderly conduct and finally if the 
Government had not proposed to con- 
duct an inquiry as to the number of: 
men guilty of disorderly conduct. 


Hon, W. L. MacKenzie King de- | 
scribed the conditions which lead to 
a settlement of the strike em- | 
phasizing the fact that the 
agreement reached was framed by 
the officials of the railway and its 
employees and not by the Govern- 


ment.He. explained. how the men de- 
clined to sign the agreement until 
they were given an understanding by 
the company as to what the phrase 
“as soon as possible’’ meant in point 
of actual time. Having received the 
assurance that the company proposed 
to restore the men within ninety days, 
they decided to call the strike off. 
In this connection, Mr. King said that 
if the company had not given such 
@n assurance, he would have made it 
his business to let the public know 
just why the strike had not been set- 
tled. 

Mr. King then explained that the 
situation at the present time was that 
the company claimed that the terms 
of the agreement had been fulfilled or 
in other words that the men who had 
not been re-instated had been guilty 
of acts of violence. Representatives 
of the men who were in Ottawa at 
the present time asserted, he said, 
that 270 men were still without their 
positions. We had informed the men 
that the Government had represented 
to the company the necessity of the 
full terms of the agreement being liv- 
ed up to and had suggested the ap- 
pointment of an independent arbitra- 
for to deal with the cases of the men 
who had not ‘been re-instated. To this 
proposition the company had not 
agreed.

Bennett Congratulates Premier, 

rR. B. Bennett congratulated the 
Fremicr upon the very clear and com- 
prehensive statement of the finances 
of the Province. Taking up the finan- 
clal conditions he contended that the 
revenue of the Province so long as 
she did mot own her own resources 
was limited so to speak by meets and 
bounds. He thought the Premier 
might go to Ottawa and as for the 
control of school lands giving his as- 
surance that the money should be 
used for the purchase of schvoi de- 
bentures, 

So too was the expenditure eircum- 
scribed. He thought the 
was too large. 

“Who would you like to cut out?’ 
asked the Premier laughingly. 

“Well, my seat is available at any 
time.” 

Hie contended that the telephone 
system had been extended to territory 
where it should not have gone and 
had been extended at times for poli- 
tical purposes. He thought the sys- 
tem should be put under the Domin- 
ion railway commission thereby re- 
lieving the Government of some re-

Continuing his speech at the even- 
ing session Mr, Bennett took up some 
of the expenditures of the late gov- 
ernment which he claimed had been 
extravagant. As one instance he quot- 
ed the Parliament buildings which 
were going to cost two millions and a 
half. In uther ways also he asserted 
there had been prodigality such as in 
furnishings of court houses and other 
public buildings. 

Taking up the estimates themselves 
he claimed that there was not suffi- 
cient detail, Such cstimates would 
never be accepted in the House at 
Ottawa. For example when $125,000 
Was to be voted for demonstration 
farms as appeared in the estimates 
there should be information as to 
where they would be placde. So too in-

formation should be given ag to 
Where the telephone lines were to be 
built. In closing he expressed the 
hope that when the House went Into 
committee of supply that full infor- 
mation in these matters would be 


forthcoming. If this were done he was 
content to allow the motion to pass 
without expressing an opinion by way 
of resolution as to the financial policy 
ot the government. 
North Doesn't Want Jails. 
J. KK. Cornwall was in a humorous 


mood, He said the people of the 
North didn’t want jails, court houses, 
telephones, or demonstration farms 
but what they did want was reads 
and railways. He was sorry the esti- 
mates did not show that more atten- 
tion was to be paid to the North 


country. Much of the money to be ex- 
pended was got for a certain specific 
Purpose.
